THE CADIZ BANK ROBBERY.

o SE—

Arrest of Fonr of the Robbers—Des-
perates Fight Betweem the Arresting
Party and the Thieves—8$230,000 Re-
covered,

We have slready announced the capture of
four of the robbers who relieved the Hurrison
National Bauk,at Cadiz, Ohio, orall of its avalla-
ble assets on Sunday morning last, The Steu-
benville Herald, of Tuesday afternoon, furnlshes
the tollowing details of the capture: —Yesterday
alternoon, #bout two o'clock, a party of some
twelve men, corposed of citizens of Jefforson
and Harrison counties, this State, and one or two
persons from Wellsburg, West Virginia, started
out from the town of Lugrange, on the Ohio
river, some nine miles below this city, In pur
gwit of the Cudiz bank robbers, Caprain Alex-
ander Bmith, of New Alexandrin, this county,
who has a thorough knowledge of that sectivn
ol country, led the party of spouts,

After riding some three miles below the town
of Lagrange, Smith deployed the purty to the
right, 1aking to the hills for the purpose of
scouring aregion of country somewhat secluded,
and where robbers might secrete themselves
without being easily detected, Away trom the
habitable portion of lands belonging to Mr,
Bamuel Riddle, Wells township, and in & solit
#pot, Bmith recollected there was an old dwell-
ipg which had been unoceupied for years,
Haviug determined un & reconnolssance in that
direction, he hud the party halted some distance
off, and, with Mr. 0. Slemmons, of Cmdiz, pro-
ceeded to the house, where they found a fire had
been recently built by some persons for the
purpose of cooking, ere were live conls still
there, and entealls of chickens strewn about,
and other evidenees that cooking had been
golng on there recenlly, Leading from the
howse and throngh sn ediacent wihear fleld,
and on into & deuse thicke!, tracks
of men's feet were discovered, with some pecu-
liarities, which Blemmons at once recognized as
the same 48 those leading from the hand-ear,
New Alexandria Station—which he pronounced
undoubtedly as those of the robbers, who were
evidently not jar daistant.  Captain Smith went
to the point of the hill, sienalled the party in
reserve (o come up, deploying to the right and
left of a small ravine, one of the party on the
nrpoaite hill discovered the five desperadoes
closely huddied together, well armed, snd with
manilestations ol resistance. The pursuine
purty aod the robbers, on seeing each other,
commenced almost w stmultancous firing —one
ol the robbers discharged four shots at Charles
Hoge, of Cadiz, but withont effect. In the mean-
time, three of the robbers escaped around the
point of the hill, two of thew were wounded —one
£hot through the elbow, stunned, fell, and rolled
down the ruvine. Capt, Smith and a gentleman
by the name of Craig, from Harrlson county,
secured these—one of whom fought hike o tiger
—but who surrendered on seeing « rifle levelled
at bim by & ron mun from this county by
the name of Hill: threw down his pistol, and
gave himsell up & prisoncr, Here some $160,000
of the stolen money was found In & oarpet spek
—besldes, Bwith took from the pockels of one
of the prisoners $103 und s valuable gold watoh,
Tne $160,000 secured on the und was taken
eharge of by Mr, C, Hogg, an suhumglmntl_v de
posited in tue Wellsburg Bank: Smith, in com-
pany with others, flanked the gxpress train on
the Pudsburg snd Olevelend Ratlroad, which
sropped, ook (he twa prisouers aboard, who were
brought to Steubenville and placed In jall yes-
terday eveulog between the honrs of 5 snd 6
o'clock. As the train wes starting for Stenben.
ville, oue of the party rode up and annoumped

that $100,000 of additional bonds had been se-

cured—making in «11 $280,168. This news is
contirmed this morming, and the two prisoners
taken subsequently to those brought fo
Stevbenville  were conveyod across the
county last night, and deposited for safo

keeping In the Cadlz jml. There i no
rlnum Eut that the who robbed the Cadiz
Bank are the same tha! made the attempt

on the Wellsburg Bank. Smith took from one
of them n ma nifylnr glass, used in detooting
counterieit bills, which, from description, one
of the party had offered to sell to Mr, Jacobs,
the Cashier of the Wellsburg Bank, previous to
the atterpt to rob that institution, The pri-
soners here’ are very reticent—have but Little fo
communicate that will lead to thelr fdentity—
give no names—saay they have table con-
nections, and have no disposition to bring any
ol then fnto reproach by their disreputable acts,
The prisoner shot in the arm, n desperate ohar
ac'er, is seriously wounded—the arm being shat-
tered by u mstol shot at the elbow, and physi-
cians gay *nis morning that to save his life it
will be neécrssmry to ampotate the arm above
the elbow. The other prisoner’s wound 1s hut »
slighit one—a ball from s pigfo) passed neross his
fingers, Incernting them, but breaking no bores,
The Jeflerson connty jull was stronely guarded
Ingt ulght, and a géuernl desire pervades this
community that the money may not only be all
secured, but that the daring villains be Broueht
to thal punishment the charucter of thelr crime
20 justly merits,

THE LATE FORGERIES IN NEW YORK.
—_ -
The Entire Amounnt Over 8330,000—-Far-
ther Developmenis.

It is belleved that the tull amount of the for.
geries of John Ross, the Wall street broker, an
uccount of which appeared in the Tribune of
yesterday, will amount to about $400,000, The
loss of David Groesbeck & Co,, of No, 30 Broad
gtrect, is now claimed by the firm to beonly
$19.000, they having loaned that amount to Ross
on the spurious Michigan Central Rallroad
bonds, Otherwise the account which appeared
in the Tribune was substanvially correct,

The losses, so far as ascortained, are ay fol-
lows:—David Groesbeck & Co., $10,000; Cronise
& Co., 863,602; Black & Spaunlding, $65,1256; the
Union Bank, $120,000; the Continental Bank,
$90.000; total, $365,787. The twenty bonds of
the Michigan Central Railroad Company held
by Groesheck & Co., which were left by Ross as
gecurity tor the repayment of money loaned by
them 10 bim, are pot imsitively known to have
bean forgred, althourh it is believed that such s
the case. The Union Bank also holds twenty of
the same descriptipn of bonds, these, too, having
been deposited y&ima.

It 18 not known thst any other bank or firm
besides the above have been vietimized: aud in
any case it is believed that the entire awount
cannot exceed 400,000,

The strangest phase of the whole wiair §5 the
fuct that ol nllthose who trusted Ross to such an
unlimited amount, not a siugle person knew
bim wmtimately, or bad the most distant idoa
whal were his resources. Heo operated heavily,
puld the demunds on him just long enough to let
his name be well known upon the street. anid
tuen, having vietimized sll his lesding business
nesocintes demn:?ml with the procecds,

It is believed that Ross has lind this objeot
steadily in view since June last, when be tirst made
liis appearance upon the street, and to carry out
his scheme successfully employed one or more
coniearrates,

The detectives are busily engaged upon the
case, bur decline o give any wrormution,—
